The Opinion at WasHlngton That They 


Will Hold the Balance of Power li> 
the Senate and Home of Kepregenta- 
tivet. 


WASHINGTON, D. C . Oct 29, 1892. 


EDITOR 
NEVADA STATE JOUBNAL:— Will 


the 
Pttoplb'u party hold tbe balance of 


power in tbe United States SenatR after 
March 4, 1893? is asked quite often among 
politicians of late. 
There M certainly a 


chance of it, and many who are opposed to 
the new party b-lievs it to be not only pos- 
sible but probable. 
The situation in a 


nutshell is as follows: 


THE SENATE. 


The holdover members and the members 


already elected for the 
term beginning 


March 4th next, make tbe (senate stand 31 
Republicans, 31 Democrats and 2 Popu- 
lists, leaving 24 Senators to bo elected by 
the Legislatures of thfl following Statee, 
one Irom each: 
California, Delaware, 


Connecticut, Florida, 
Indiana, 
Kansne, 


Maine, Mussacbusetts, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, Ne- 
vada, New Jersey, New York, North Da- 
kota, Pennsylvania, 
Tenn-ssee, Texas, 


Washington, Wtst Virginia, Wisconsin and 
Wyoming. 


Of these eight are regaided as reasonably 


certain for tbe Democrats, and nine for the 
Republicans, leaving seven donbtful. 
The 


Legislatures of the SbVen doubtful States- 
New York, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska and Nevada, it is believed, 
decide the political complexion 
of the 


Senate. The D moorats claim tbe first 
four, and the People's party now control 
the Lngifilatuaes of three, counting Kant as, 
and claim that it will increase its majority 
in the Legislatures to be choseu Nuvember 
8ib. 
Allowing these claims to be good, 


the Senate will stand after March 4, 1893, 
Republicans, 40; Democrat*, 43; Popu- 
liste, 5; giving the latter the balance of 
power. It is only fuir to say the Repub- 
licans claim six out of tbo seven donbtful 
Legislatures, and if the claims are borne 
out by tba results tbe Republicans will 
have 46 Senators in tbe aext Congress 
against 47 in tbe present. 


THE HOUSE OF BKPBE8KNTATIVKS. 


It is just a* probable, in fact more so, 


thai the People's party will hold the bal- 
ance of power in the next House. They 
now count upon electing between 35 and 
40 Represantxtives. 
If they do ther* is 


little doubt of their holding tbe balance of 
power in tbe H'use. 


It ia seldom that the opportunity of de-
